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April Moratorium activities 


Protest to culminate in mass marches Saturday

This is the week that was. Just like 
the three weeks that were last fall. 
Protest against the undeclared war in 
Vietnam is once again being generated 
nation-wide by the Vietnam Moratorium 
Committee, a hold-over from last year’s 
demonstrations, and a relatively new or- 
ganization called the Student Mobilization 
Committee. 

Peace fasts and mass mobilizations 
are the order of the week, with the seven 
day protest culminating in expected mass 
marches on Saturday. For Californians, 
especially in the northern half of the 
state, activities are located particularly 
in the San Francisco area, The reason 
for the centrally located protests is that 
news of the April moratorium, ignored 
appreciably by the news media, was dif- 
ficult to spread. Regional organizer, 
Bill Hetton of SMC, said that ‘‘with 
various locally based groups planning 
separate anti-war activities, an effective 
spread of information and coordination 
for the protest is virtually impossibie.” 

The mass mobilization in San Fran- 
cisco planned for Saturday will start at 
the panhandle of Golden Gate Park at 
11 a.m., and will proceed, much {ike 
last fall’s march, to the Civic Center 
where a rallv will be held. Likewise, 
across the uv in Berkeley, protests 
will center around the University of Cali- 
fornia’s role in the war. Rallies are 
being organized against the campus’ part 
in counter insurgency research and its 
acceptance of ROTC within the university. 
The infamous Sproul Plaza will be the 
site of a rally and the starting point for 
a march on the ROTC building. 

On Wednesday, April 15, the Vietnam 
Moratorium Committee has called for a 
nation-wide student strike and mass 
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mobilization against the war. Interests 
abroad who have been in close touch 
with the VMC are planning their own 
protests, giving the problems an inter- 
national focus. Besides the protests on 
the university and college level, high 
schools around the bay area are planning 


Election results tabulated 


Students accept Bill of Rights 
stipends for student

Before an enthusiastic crowd consisting 
of three rats and a Hornet Foundation 
cockroach named Sheldon the results of 
last week’s special election were tabulated 
to reveal that all the winners emerged 
victorious while the losers went down 
in defeat. 


The two propositions tendered to the 
student body were both accepted. The 


Student Bill of Rights and Responsibilities 
passed 761-159 while the Stipend for 
Student Body Officers narrowly passed 
501-465, thereby proving that students 
are more willing to accept a free pro- 
position than one they have to pay for. 


Meanwhile, (a favorite word of comic 
book writers and rarely seen in any self 
respecting newspaper) in the G.O.P. 
(Gubernatorial Opinion Poll) Reagan led 
all the other losers with 198 votes. Only 
one non-loser was listed on the ballot,

Wednesday will be set aside for a high 
school student strike which has part of 
its foundation in the high school bill of 
rights being pushed nationally.

New York leads nation 
in abortion law reform 


A practical and much needed abortion law with 
no age or residency requirements was signed into 
law last week by New York Governor Nelson A. 
Rockefeller. Under the new law, an abortion may 
now be performed by a doctor within 24 weeks of 
conception with the consent of the woman. 

The Alaska and Maryland legislatures have passed 
similar measures which will become law when the 
governors of these states sign them, now scheduled 
for early summer. The law approved by the Mary- 
land legislature eliminates virtually all restrictions 
on abortion but allows the Medical Practices Act 
to control such operations. Alaska’s bill would 
require a 30-day residency requirement. 

We feel laws preventing or restricting abortions 
are completely out of step with 20th Century thinking 
and reflect puritanical concepts considered imprac- 
tical and archaic by today’s standards. 

To ask a young girl, coed or woman to bear an 
unwanted child places a tremendously heavy financial 
and psychological burden on her that may handicap 
her for life. The days of the Scarlet Letter are 
over and it is refreshing to see New York State 
enact the most liberal legislation to date in this 
important legal area. 

We feel abortion should be a medical matter 
between a doctor and his patient.

Student privacy bill offered 


Unauthorized class discussions of students’ personai lives as well as 
written tests and assignments dealing with them would be prohibited by 
SB 264, introduced by Senator John Schmitz of Tustin. 

Unless written consent of parents or guardians were obtained a 
student could not be required to participate ina classroom discussion in 
which he would have to explainor defend his parents’ or guardians’ per- 
sonal beliefs in regard to sex, family life, morality or religion. 

Knowing and willful failure to comply with the prohibition would be 
grounds for revoking the credential of the offending district employee. 

In an explanatory press release, Schmitz commented: 

“Class discussions in which pupils are required to criticize them- 
selves, their fellow students and/or their parents are being carried on 
in an increasing number of schools today. 

‘Discussions of this kind — which bear many resemblances to 
‘sensitivity training’ — often become a massive invasion of personal 
privacy, Since the law requires children to attend school, the law 
should also protect their personal privacy while they are the: .”’ 





Tuition exemption

Music listening room 
headed for extinction 


The Sacramento State College Library has many fine services 
and facilities to offer the student who makes use of it. 

One of the outstanding facilities that the SSC Library has to 
offer is the Music Listening Room. However, if plans that are now 
under consideration are carried out, the Music Listening Room will 
be closed down at the end of this semester, according to library 


officials. 
The Music Listening Room (MLR), for those unfamiliar with it, 


is located on the main floor of the Library, adjacent to the Card Cat- 
alogue Lobby. It consists of a large record collection and five stereo- 
equipped listening rooms. (A sixth room has been set aside for use 
by blind students and their readers.) 

The facility’s record collection, which numbers approximately 
3,000 albums, contains jazz, light as wel! as classical music. In 
addition, the MLR has recordings of Shakespearean plays as well 
as those by the other great playwrights. Documentary records are 
also available. 

Any student or alumnus of SSC may use the MLR by presenting 
his student body card or Alumni Association membership or other 
valid form of identification to the attendent on duty. He is given 
a listening room for an hour. He may use it longer providing there 
is no one waiting. A card catalogue is available to aid the student 
in the selection of his records. 

The Music Listening Room is popular with those who are familiar 
with the facility. Many students return to the place again and again 
to enjoy the wide range of music available. 

Although library officials may have their reasons for closing 
down the MLR, the students who use, enjoy and appreciate it have 
a stronger case for keeping the place open, 

The Music Listening Room, in addition to serving students who 
must do music and play listening assignments, is used by students 
who enjoy music as a recreation and an interest, Students, whether 
they are in small groups or alone, come to the MILB to enjoy various 
types of music during their sparetime. Many students, under pressure 
from classes, assignments, and studies, can find a place to relax 
for a while. Here they can seek solitude or meet with friends, while 
at the same time they are learning about great music, The Music

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> No-knock law unnecessary, product 
of hysteria, Judge Warren asserts

Earl Warren, Jr., Sacramento 
County Municipal Court Justice, 
told students at Sacramento State 
College that the no- knock narcotics 
law isn’t necessary, and that ‘‘it 
is the product of hysteria on the 
part of certain people in this 
country.”’ Asked if he would 
declare the law unconstitutional 
if he tried the first such case, 
he replied that he did not have 
the power to declare & Federal 
law unconstitutional, but he would 
do so if he had the power. 

Invited on campus Wednesday, 
April 8, by Delta Sigma Pi to 
speak on the subject of penal re- 
form, Warren decided to answer 
questions of students rather than 
deliver a prepared speech. Judge 
Warren started out by saying that 
he was probably asked on campus 
because he is considered to be a 
maverick in the judicial field, 
and that he considers himself to 
be one, 

‘‘Many have said that I do not 
uphold the law, but I am not sworn 
to uphold the law if | consider that 
law to be immoral or unjust. | 
am sworn .to uphold the Consti- 
tution, and I take that oath serious- 
ly.”’ Pointing out the distinction 
between laws and the Constitution, 
Warren said, “The spirit of the 
law outweighs the letter of the 
law.’’ He added that the Consti- 
tution was founded upon a basic 
morality, which does not change, 
but is the law of God or of 
Nature. He also emphasized that 
the Declaration of Independence 
is the greatest document of man- 
kind, but few people remember 
what is really says. 

He has become more convinced 
in the course of the ‘‘go-go”’ 
trials (referring to the prosecution 
of two local nightclubs for featur- 
ing bottomless dancing) that it is 
not up to the Government to legis- 
late morality in regards to nudity 
or sexual conduct between con- 
senting adults. Ministers have 
told him that they feel morality 
is defined by the church, not the 
state. 

Warren avoided commenting at 
ength on Sheriff John Misteriy, 
saying only, ‘‘He and I have dif- 
ferences of opinion, as pointed 
out by the press. We still have 
to work together in this com- 
munity.”” Declining to say who he 
was backing in the upcoming elec- 
tion, he responded that we have 
three well-qualified candidates 
opposing the incumbent. 

One coed pointed out that there 
were few minority students in 
attendance. Warren explained that 
this was probably because people, 
when oppressed, get to the point 
where they don’t want to listen to 
authority anymore. They lose 
respect for the judicial institution 
when people like Carswell and 
Haynsworth are nominated to the 
Supreme Court, he inferred. 

In answer to what his definition 
of a jury of peers was, Warren 
asserted that one does not have 

ght to insist upon a certain

type of jury, but only to choose 
jurors from a representative 
sample of people. In Sacramento, 
we have what is known as ‘“‘blue- 
ribbon juries,’’ selected from a 
panel of 40 people that does not 
usually have any minority people 
in it. People from poor back- 
grounds usually decline to serve 
on juries because it means time 
and money lost from their jobs. 
He advocated that jurors be paid 
up to $50 per day expenses. 

Asked why television cameras 
are kept out of the courtroom, 
Warren returned that judges and 
attorneys have felt that the 
cameras would place undue emo- 
tional stress on witnesses. ‘‘The 
constitution says that we have the 
right to a public trial, and if a 


case can be held before 150 
people?’’ In this manner, the 
public would not see lawbreakers 
played up by the press as any- 
thing other than what they really 
are. Ik might also restore faith 
in our judicial system, by allow- 
ing it to be seen in action. 


Judge Warren taught police 
science at SSC for four years 
before being appointed as a judge. 
Many of the county sheriff's 
officers were at one time students 
of his. 

Afterwards, when asked if he 
had considered going into the 
legislative field, he replied, ‘‘No, 
but I will go wherever ! think that 
I can do the most good. It’s really 
hard to say at this point.”’ 


Trustees asked to refrain from 
promoting disorders, anarchy 


The following resolution was 
passed unanimously by the College 
and University Council, AFT, at its 
meeting in San Francisco recently. 
The resolution was prompted by 
the action of Chancellor Glenn S, 
Dumke in dismissing San Jose State 
College Professor Eldred E, Ruth- 
erford despite the ananimous reco- 
mmendation of Rutherford’s col- 
leagues, including President Ho- 
bert Burns, tc rehire him, 

RESOLVED, that Chancellor 
Glenn S, Dumke and the California 
State College Board of Trustees 
be urged to refrain from promo- 
ting disorder, turbulance and an- 
archy on State College campuses 
through their violation on long- 
established rules, procedures and 
contractual agreements. 


RESOLVED FURTHER, that it 
be noted that officials of the State 
College system have an even 
greater endency to promote dis- 
order, turbulence and anarchy 
when they deliberately violate es- 
tablished rules that when students 
violate established rules since 
their obligation to be law-abiding 
is correspondingly greater. 


RESOLVED FINALLY, that in 
the face of official lawlessness, 
and in the absence of any possi- 
bility of timely redress of griev- 
ances, members of the State 
College community have a right to 
and duty as conscientious citizens 
to take whatever action is neces- 
sary in order to reinstate the rule 
of law in campus affiars. 


SSC receives three research grants 


Three research grants total- 
ing nearly $55,000 have been re- 
ceived by Sacramento State 
College, Eugene E. Morris, di- 
rector of the Sacramento State 
College Foundation, announced 
recently. 

The grants, which will be ad- 
ministered by the Foundation, have 
been awarded to three members of 
the faculty at SSC, a professor of 
chemistry, and two professors of 
engineering. 


Dr. Robert Nelson, assistant 


professor of chemistry, has re- 
ceived a $25,000 grant for a two- 
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year research project on ‘*oxida- 
tion pathways of aromatic 
amines.”’ 

The second grant is a $15,000 
one-year grant received by Dr. 
John Choma, Jr., associate profes- 
sor of electrical engineering. 
Professor Choma’s research grant 
will deal with ‘‘research initiation- 
linear and parametric instabilities 
in class C transistor amplifiers.” 

Dr. Pradyot K. Niyogi, assis- 
tant professor of civil engineering, 
has received a $14,900 grant en- 
titled ‘‘research initiation, statis- 
tical evaluation of load factors for 
structural design.” 
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Law prevents use of inside 
information for private profit

Acting-Governor Ed Reinecke 
has signed into law a bill designed 
to prevent state college land con- 
sultants from using ‘‘inside infor- 
mation’’ for private profit. 

The statute resulted from a 
charge by the Joint Legislative 
Audit Committee that Warren 
Rovetch, president of a Boulder, 
Colo. firm, Campus Facilities 
Associates, stands to make up to 
$5 million on student housing pro- 
jects at Chico and Sac ramento State 
Colleges. 

Although committee members 
contend Rovetch used nonpublic in- 
formation he gathered during a 
1964 systemwide state college stu- 
dent housing survey to enter into 
1967-69 housing development pacts 
with college auxiliary groups, 
there was no violation of former 
state law, or any conflict of interest 
involved according to the legis- 
lative counse)’s office. 

The new law, which Reinecke 
signed during Governor Reagan’s 
Easter vacation, contains an ur- 
gency clause that made it effective 

immediately. 

Assemblyman Mike Cullen (D- 
Long Beach), the author and a 
committee member, said that he

Penalties for 
drug use abroad 


If you’re going abroad this year 
be advised of possible severe pen- 
alties ascribed by foreign coun- 
tries for illegal drugs as reported 
by the Department of State Bulletin. 


One case history from. the 
Bulletin may provide enough 
‘realism’ to warrant at least 


discontinuing the use of illegal 
drugs while abroad, A college-age 
American traveling in the Middle 
East spent nine months in a dark, 
underground dungeon before being 
tried for the alleged crime: Middle 
East Law calls for one to five 
years for mere possession of hash- 
ish and 3 to 15 years for traf- 
ficking the drug. 

While this seems intolerable to 
many, some young Americans have 
been sent to prison mental hos- 
pitals, These hospitals are not un- 
common for insufficient lighting, 
heating and placing prisoners into 
solitary confinement.

Veterans receive increased 
allowances under new Dill 


More than 777,000 veterans, 
servicemen, wives, widows and 
children will receive increased 
educational allowances under a bill 
signed recently by the President. 

All trainees under the G.I, Bill 
and other VA educational programs 
were assured by Donald E, 
Johnson, Administrator of Veter- 
ans Affairs, that they will receive 
the increases automatically and 
retroactive to Feb. 1. He stressed 
that it is not necessary to contact 
the VA to receive them. 

Johnson said most of those 
studying under the G.I. Bill in 
institutions of higher learning will 
receive one check about May 10, 
which will reflect the new regular 
monthly rate, and include retro- 
active increases from February 
through April. 

Veterans studying below college 
level, including apprentice, on- 
the-job and cooperative trainees, 
must certify their attendance to 
the VA every month to be eligible 
for education allowance payments. 

The VA Administrator said this 
group also will receive one check 
around May 10 at the new rates, 
including the retroactive  in- 
creases, providing their attend- 
ance has been certified through 
April. 

However, the VA official ex- 
plained that some trainees below 
college level will receive pay ad- 
justments in two checks, because

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the VA will not receive their 
monthly attendance certifications 
in time to include the increase in 
the first check. 

The VA chief added that veter- 
ans training under the vocational 
rehabilitation program will re- 
ceive their increased educational 
allowances in early June. 

Information on this group is not 
computerized and all processing 
will have to be done individually, 
requiring more time, he expiained. 


4,000 Californians 
die in Vietnam 


Senator Alan Cranston(D., Cal.) 
April 3 issued the following state- 
ment: 

“On Sept. 19, 1969, I first read 
into the Congressional Record the 
names of California men killed in 
action in Vietnam. Almost weekly 
since then I have risen on the 
floor of the Senate to continue this 
tribute to the memory of our 
fallen men. 

**On Good Friday two California 
families, one in San Diego and 
the other 95 miles away, in Ful- 
lerton, received their notifications 
of tragedy from the Defense De- 
partment. 

**These two latest casualties 
brought to 4,000 the number of 
Californians who have lost their 
lives in the jungles and swamps 
of Southeast Asia since the first 
Californian fell in Vietnam on 
Apr. 20, 1961, nearly nine long

Again, he emphasized that there 
is no need to contact the VA to 
receive the checks. 

He also noted that special ar- 
rangements are being made to pay 
those who were in training on Feb. 
1, but who are no longer in training. 

Administrator Johnson gave 
these details on the statute itself 
(PL 91-219): 

It increases from $130 to $175 
a month the rate for single G.I. 
Bill veterans studying in an in- 
stitutional full-time program. 

A veteran with one dependent 
will receive $205 a month, two 
dependents $230, and $13 for each 
additional dependent. Rates are 
scaled downward for less than 
full-time students. 

Single G.I. Bill students going 
three-quarter time will receive 
$128 a month, $152 with one de- 
pendent, $177 with two dependents, 
and an additional $10 a month for 
each additiona] dependent. 

Half-time G.I, students will re- 
ceive $81 if they have no depend- 
ents, $100 with one dependent, $114 
with two dependents and an extra 
$7 for each additional dependent, 

The rate for a single veteran 
under the vocational rehabilitation 
program was increased from $110 
to $135 a month for full-time stu- 
dents. A veteran with one depend- 
ent will receive $181 a month, 
two dependents $210, and $6 more 
for each additional dependent. 
These rates are also scaled-down- 
ward for less than full-time stu- 
dents 

For wives, widows and children 
receiving allowances under the 
dependents educational assistance 
program, the new monthly rates 
for full-time students are $175, 
three-quarter time students $128, 
and half-time students $81. 

The new law also sets up special 
programs for servicemen withed- 
ucational handicaps. One, the 
predischarge education program, 
pays for schooling of educationally 
disadvantaged servicemen before 
discharge without charge to their 
earned basic entitiement. 

In addition, the law provides for 
an intensification of VA’s ‘“‘out- 
reach’ program to contact and 
counsel veterans, widows, and 
children of certain disabled veter- 
ans about government education 
and training opportunities. 

Administrator Johnson urged 
veterans interested in applying for 
education or training benefits to 
contact their nearest VA office 
now for a certificate of eligibility.

An income tax deduction of $20 per person for whom tuition is paid 


to a private school would be allowed under the terms of SB 2 by Senator 
John Schmitz of Tustin, 


Exemption from tuition 


Tuition could not be charged dependents of law enforcement, fire or 


military personnel killed or mortally wounded in the performance of 


their duties under the terms of AB 338 by Assemblyman Mike Cullen 
of Long Beach. 

The bill applies to such dependents attending the State Colleges. It 
would also apply to the University of California if its Board of Regents 
so order, 


in lieu of admission 


Qualified applicants denied admission to the state colleges would be 
financed by the state to enter any other higher education institution in 
California under the terms of AB 389by Assemblyman Vince Thomas of 
San Pedro, 

Such prospective students would be provided with vouchers worth up 
to $1,500 which could be redeemed by any college or university in 
California.

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Tuition has been raised Harmer requests CSC 
counsel general resign 


for foreign students 


A meeting of all international 
students will take place Thursday, 
April 16 at 2 p.m. in the Student 
Advising Center, FS 206, The 
meeting is being called by Floyd 
C, Godfrey, Reza Behnam and 
Mohammed Abdollahzadeh, three 
international students at SSC, 

‘*All international students are 
invited, urged to attend,’’ said 
Abdollahzadeh. The meeting is 
being called to discuss the $55 per 
semester increase in foreign stu- 
dent tuition brought about by the 
passage of SB 120 by the state 
legislature late in the last session. 

The bill was sponsored by Sen- 
ator H, L. Richardson (R, Orange 
County), a past member of the 
John Birch Society. 

This bill has serious implica- 
tions for the international student 
program at all the California State 
Colleges. ‘‘We live in a chaotic 
world,”’ Behnam said, ‘‘and we are 
alone here. If we get together we 
will have one solitary voice." 


Because this is a chaotic world, 
according to Behnam, international 
students often do not know from 
one day to the next where their 
support will be coming from, Cut 
off of foreign students’ support is 
often a ramification of national 
and international affairs of state 
such as the 1967 Arab-Israeli War 
and the Nigerian Civil War. The 
uncertainty of an international stu- 
dent’s situation, according to Beh- 
nam, makes such measures as the 
Richardson bil] doubly repressive. 

“There is no one on campus to 
help internationa) students out, no 
»yne to monitor such bills,’’ Behnam 
said, ‘The Cosmopolitan Club is 
socially oriented, It should also 
be politically oriented. Man is 
political by nature.’’ 

‘International students haven’t 
had good representation. We have 
to scratch our own backs, Speak- 
ing with one voice to the legislature 
and other opposition, we can oppose 
such oppressive acts.”’ 


Former BSU president 
on educational TV

“Channel 6 need not be thought 
of as a mold on the side of the 
commercial stations, but it should 
hold a place equa! to that of com- 
mercial stations.’’ These are the 
words of Bill Mitchell, assistant 
director of the Educational Op- 
portunity Program (EOP) on the 
Sacramento State College campus, 
and former Black Student Union 
(BSU) president, who was recently 
elected to the board of directors 
of KVIE television. 

Mitchel] received the second 
highest number of votes filling one 
of the eight vacancies of the board 
comprised of 26 directors. 

At an interview last Thursday, 


Mitchell could not stress enough 
the importance and impact educa- 
tional television has on the in- 
dividual. 

He remarked that Channel 6 is 
‘‘an extension of the institutions 
to the community’’ which ‘‘offers 
a broad base of communication 
ranging from controversial issues 
to the arts.”’ 

Also brought up was the fact 
that Channel 6 openly brings out 
the issues which are of importance 
to the local community. However, 
Mitchell stated that with the new 
tower in Walnut Grove which is 
presently being constructed, Chan- 
nel 6 will broadcast beyond Sacra- 
mento and ‘‘once it reaches more 
people, more interest will be gen- 
erated in the plight of education.’’ 


Justice will consider 
eligibility questions 


“Il believe it is beyond the 
authority of the ASSSC Election 
Board to make any determination 
relative to waivers of qualifica- 
tions for offices or interpretation 
of the ASSSC Constitution and/or 
statutes,” stated Stephen Whit- 
more concerning the requirements 
for elective office. There was 
considerable discussion during 
last year’s elections about these 
requiremerits. 


The ASSSC Constitution clearly 
states, however, the requirements 


for each office. There have been 
situations which have arisen where 
extenuating circumstances sug- 
gested individual waivers or ex- 
ceptions should be considered. 
Because no provision has been 
made in the Constitution, and fur- 
ther because the ASSSC Board of 
Justice has original jurisdiction 
in matters concerning the Con- 
stitution, Whitmore has directed 
all questions of a candidate’s eli- 
gibility be referred to the Chief 
Justice when it appears that a 
waiver might properly be granted.

$.50 Students 
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State Senator John Harmer (R- 
Glendale) issued a statement on 
Tuesday, March 31 requesting the 
immediate resignation of Norman 
T, Epstein, general counsel for the 
California state college system, 

Harmer maintains that Epstein 
$s guilty of dereliction of duty 
because of legal advice he gave 
San Fernando State College ad- 
ministrators which was instru- 
mental in keeping four students 
on government aid although they 
had been convicted of participa- 
ting in campus disturbances in 
November 1968. 


Th¢ case involving the four 
students was placed before Pro- 
fessor George Garbesi of Loyola 
Law School at the recommendation 
of Epstein, Administration of- 
ficials agreed to let Garbesi ar- 
bitrate the case and give 


recommendations as to whether 
the students should be cut off from 
the government financial aid pro- 
gram, After consideration, Gar- 
besi stated that in his opinion 
the students should be kept on the 
aid program, 

Harmer, who was largely res- 
ponsible for securing the Educa- 
tional Opportunity Act at the state 
college level, maintains that Ep- 
stein through his incompetence 
has subverted the program. 

Harry Brakebill, executive vice 
chancellor, issued a statement the 
same afternoon in which he de- 
fended Epstein’s actions and 
stated, ‘“‘Although we have the 
greatest respect for Senator Har- 
mer, it appears that in asking for 
the resignation of the Counsel 
General, the senator did not have 
available to him all of the facts 
in the matter.’’ 


Six chemistry students 
awarded fellowships 


Six National Science Foundation 
(NSF) Undergraduate Research 
Participation Fellowships have 
been awarded to five Sacramento 
State College students and a UC 
Davis student according to Dr. 
R.W, Fish, director of the NSF 
supported undergraduate re search 
program in chemistry at SSC, The 
SSC students winning the award 
are Ronald Q, Babcock, junior; 
Dennis G. Iverson, senior; Stephen 
K, Liu, sophomore; Ronald 
A, Stotz, senior; and Robert A, 
Yoshida, junior, 

These students were selected 
on the basis of their grade point 
average, scientific aptitude, crea- 
tive ability and interest in pur- 


suing graduate work in chemistry. 
Each student will work on an 
independent research project 
under guidance of one member of 
the chemistry faculty at SSC, The 
NSF provides a stipend of $600 
for each student participating in 
the ten week summer program 
and an allowance for operational 
costs of each project, 

Sacramento State College is one 
of 260 colleges and universities in 
48 states receiving support from 
the NSF for their undergraduate 
research program, This is the 
fifth year that the chemistry de- 
partment at SSC has received sup- 
port Jor their under graduate 
research program.

Development Act was passed in 
1968. 

“The intent is to create a 
single state agency and single 
state fund to deliver a total sys- 
tem of job training and placement 
services to provide the hardcore 
unemployed with an unbroken se- 
quence of services from intake 
through placement on the job and 
periodic followup and evaluation.” 

This program presents a sig- 
nificant trend in the initial attempt 
of state government to adapt to the 
newly evolving culture of the youth 
movement. It is for this reason
